From  Galena  to  Metropolis  .  .  .  from 
Quincy  to  Danville  .  .  .from  Chicago's 
neighborhoods  to  the  fertile  fields  of  rural 
Illinois  the  Cooperative  Extension  Service 
of  your  University  of  Illinois  and  its 
College  of  Agriculture  has  one  overriding 
purpose:  to  help  Illinois  people  put 
knowledge  to  work. 

That  knowledge  can  help  make  commu¬ 
nities  better  places  to  live  .  .  .  can  solve  farm 
production  and  management  problems  .  .  . 
can  ease  family  communication  and  eco¬ 
nomic  problems  .  .  .  can  help  young  people 
grow  through  the  troublesome  years  and 
become  competent  leaders  and  citizens. 

In  fact,  that  knowledge  can  help  people 
in  any  Illinois  county  do  just  about  what¬ 
ever  they  want  to  do.  That  characteristic  is 
what  makes  the  Cooperative  Extension 
Service  one  of  the  most  unique  educational 
systems  in  the  world. 

Created  by  law  on  May  8, 1914,  Coopera¬ 
tive  Extension  represents  the  third  leg  of  an 
American  educational  triad  which  was 
heavily  inspired  by  the  vision  and  work  of 
Illinoisians.  Implementing  a  suggestion  by 
Illinois'  Jonathan  Baldwin  Turner,  Con¬ 
gress  in  1862  passed  a  law  creating  land- 
grant  universities  like  the  University  of 
Illinois.  That  legislation  was  signed  by 
Abraham  Lincoln.  A  little  more  than  20 
years  later,  the  federal  government  began 
funding  research  at  these  institutions 
through  the  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  system  that  would  address  the 
needs  and  concerns  of  American  families. 
The  Extension  system  provided  a  means  to 
deliver  this  information  in  a  practical 


manner  directly  to  the  people.  Extension, 
in  a  sense,  is  a  "peoples'"  university, 
bringing  the  latest  research  and  informa¬ 
tion  to  individuals  and  communities. 

Also  making  the  system  unique  is  its 
operation.  Cooperative  Extension,  as  the 
name  implies,  is  a  cooperative  effort  by  the 
federal,  state  and  local  governments.  Each 
partner  has  responsibility  for  financing  the 
Extension  effort — and  for  determining 
programs. 

You  can  learn  about  this  first-hand  from 
the  volunteers  who  make  up  your  local 
Extension  councils.  They  have  a  major 
impact  on  local  programs.  Ask  them. 

Another  part  of  the  system's  name. 
Extension,  aptly  describes  what  it  does. 

The  system  is  an  extension  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Illinois  and  its  College  of  Agricul¬ 
ture.  As  an  Extension  user,  you  and  your 
local  Extension  adviser  have  the  resources 
of  the  University  and  the  College  of 
Agriculture  at  your  fingertips — not  tucked 
away  in  a  hard-to-reach  library  gathering 
dust. 

When  problems  with  your  business,  farm 
operation,  family  or  community  arise, 
you'll  find  that  in  a  reasonable  amount  of 
time,  you'll  have  easy-to-understand, 
research-based  information  that  zeroes 
right  in  on  your  problem. 

More  often  than  not.  Extension  brings 
this  information  directly  to  you  through  a 
radio  program,  a  television  show,  a  news 
story  or  column  in  your  local  newspaper — 
only  a  few  of  the  ways  Extension  puts 
research-based  information  in  your  living 


room. 


Meetings,  4-H  clubs,  workshops,  field 
days  and  seminars — all  are  part  of  Exten¬ 
sion's  teaching  system  and  can  be  put  into 
motion  quickly  as  was  the  case  in  the 
summer  of  1988  when  a  drought  scorched 
Illinois  crops.  Office  calls,  farm  visits,  and, 
of  course,  the  telephone  play  major  roles  in 
the  Extension  information  delivery  system. 

Extension  even  has  a  telephone-delivery 
system  called  TeleNet.  Through  it,  you'll 
have  ready  access  to  Extension  teachers 
and  researchers  right  in  your  own  local 
Extension  office. 

All  this  and  more  happens  almost  every 
week  .  .  from  Galena  to  Cairo.  .  .  from 
Danville  to  Quincy  .  .  .  from  Chicago's 
neighborhoods  to  the  fertile  fields.
